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STATEMENT OF OBJECTS AND REASONS 

The Aimed Forces (Special Powers) Regulation, 1958 ; was pro¬ 
mulgated to confer special powers on officer's of the Armed Forces 
to enable them to aid effectively the civil power in the disturbed 
areas of Kohima and Mokokchung districts of the then Naga HiUs- 
Tuensang Area. Though the duration of the Regulation was initially 
confined to one year, it was extended from time to time and the 
current extension is due to expire on the 4th April, 1964. The condi¬ 
tions prevailing in the areas necessitate the continuance of the 
Regulation for a further period of one year. 

The Bill seeks to achieve this object.
